The trustees of the New York 
Stale Hospital for Incipient Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis in the Adiron- 
elacks have issued their completed 
statistics for the first year, which is 
as follows : There were admitted 
207 patients, more than half of 
whom were in< ipients. There were 
no deaths. Of the 105 patients dis- 
charged, fifty-two were apparently 
recovered. Twenty-six arrested cases 
are repotted. Sixteen improved, 
while eleven left without any im- 
provement. The treatment consists 
mainly of outdoor air, wholesome 
food and rest. Patients have three 
full meals and two or three lun- 
cheons a day, and 90 of the 105 
gained an average of to. 57 pounds 
each.

Police 
seized niatiy revolutionary documents and 
a mass of correspondence. 

The police also discovered the head- 
quarters from which the propaganda in 
the army and navy lias heeii conducted 
and seized important documents and it 
cipher list through which it is expected 
the translation of some nf the papers are 
possible. 

Two girl students who were in charge 
of the apartments and a score of soldiers 
and sailors have been arrested. Realiz- 
ing thai reforms in the army and navy 
musl come from above, the council of 
national defence litis determined il has 
a thorough liousecleniiing* and wholesale 
relieving of otlleei's who show incom- 
petency. Seven officers of the mutinous 
rostoff grenadiers of Moscow were drop- 
ped recently, and it is expected that 
seventy ofllcers of the Black Seu licet 
will lie court ninrtialcd. 

The Agrarian disorders which have 
broken mil in the outskirts of St. Peters- 
burg have assumed nn ugly mood. The 
peasants have sacked the estates of tin'

heart, would only loo willingly have en- 
lightened the citizens on something 
-which is of the most vital Importance. 
On the contrary Mr. Morley refused. 
His grounds were, that lie did not pro- 
pose to show his hand, or to give his 
programme away in order that Mr.

As this is 
the last evening before election, when 
there is practically no opportunity of re- 
plying to his statements or discussing 
them, we can judge of bis own faith .in 
the value of his suggestions or in his 
ability to defend them. 

Sueh an attitude is not the one that 
a man seeking the prominent and re- 
sponsible position of Mayor should as- 
sume. His duty rather was to have 
taken the first opportunity possible to 
fully explain what he had in view. If 
his policy will not stand the searching 
light of analysis, the electors want none 
of it. 

A candidate who is afraid to unfold 
his policy for fear of attack op the 
part of his opponents is after all not 
very courageous. Mr. Morley prides 
himself on his fearlessness. Put to the 
tesi he has not proved himself. 



inaugurated an extensive system of 
public improvements, which have been 
carried on ever since. To .Mayor Ked- 
fern belongs the credit of having made 
the experiment in block paying: but the 
confidence in Mayor Ilayward's admin-

was in the reception and entertainment 
of all visitors demanding consideration.

MAYOR HAYWARD'S RECORD. 

The only plausible objection tnkt-ti to 
the candidature of Mr. Hayward is, that 
he had already been mayor of Victoria 
for three terms. That was the reason 
for which he was defeated three years 
ago. when lie went down before Mr.

Ho served n 
long and faithful apprenticeship. 

Mr. Hayward for twelve to fifteen 
years held the honorary offices of sec- 
retary and chairman of the school board, 
which he gave up to serve on the nlder- 
mnnic board. There never was a school 
trustee more zealous in promoting the 
educational interests of the city.

A Schoo, Talk 
At Institute Hall 



Miss A- Deans Cameron's Sup- 
porters Held a Rally Yester- 
day Afternoon. 




Ex-Prlnclpal of the South Park 
School Makes Address to 
Number of Ladles. 



The Institute Hal! was well filled 
yesterday afternoon, when at a ladies' 
meeting Miss Cameron and William 
McKay, candidates for school trustee 
honors, addressed the meeting. 

Hon. Robert Beaven occupied the 
chair and on the platform were Mrs. 
F. W. Godfrey, Mrs. Macfarlane, Mrs. 
Thomas Brooker, Mrs. J. G. Brown 
and Mrs. M. J. King'. 

Mr. Beaven opened the meeting- by 
requesting any candidates for school 
.trustee to occupy seats on the plat- 
form. In his remarks he said that 
the meeting was called by a women's 
committee to discuss the educational 
matters that are at present before the 
public. He considered that education 
was a subject that everyone should be 
well versed in and able to discuss. He 
Thought that there was one subject 
that had escaped the notice of the 
candidates, which was the dismissal 
of Miss Cameron from the position of 
principal of the South Park school. 
He thought that as Miss Cameron had 
established her reputation in the city 
it wiis tlie business of every voter to 
know everything in connection with 
t ho dismissal. He was Sony that 
none of the retiring trustees were 
present, as he would like to hear what 
they had to say on the subject. It 
had been said that .Miss Cameron was 
forestalling the decision of Commis- 
sioner Lampman. lb- was of the 
opinion that Judge Lampman's coin- 
mission did not Include one word re- 
garding the dismissal of Miss Cameron. 
Judge Lampman was too good a law- 
yer to mention anything outside of his 
commission. 

Regarding education Mr. Beaven 
stated that he had more than passing 
interest in it, and referred to the fact 
that when he first ran for the legis- 
lature he had promised in his plat- 
form that if elected In; would Intro- 
duce a system of free nonsectarla 1 )] 
schools throughout the province, and 



was pleased lo say that his promise 
hail been fulfilled. 

Mr. Beaven considered that it was 
not a personal matter, but the public 
should have an explanation as to why 
Miss Cameron had been dismissed. 
Miss Cameron's Speech 

Miss Cameron desired to thank the 
audience for the privilege of address- 
ing them. She was standing in a 
novel position by being before them 
for election for school trustee. She 
would not solicit any vote, but if the 
ratepayers thought she was (it she 
would be pleased to have their sup- 
port. On .principle she was opposed 
to soliciting votes, and i 1 " at any time 
a candidate asked her for support he 
would not get it. In presenting her- 
self as a candidate she did so oa her 
character, and asked their support. 

The first question was whether she 
was fit to occupy the position of school 
trustee. Her record was before them 
and she had also taken an interest 
in other educational matters, but could 
not, as said by Mr. Beaven, claim a 
world-wide reputation. She had en- 
deavored to advance herself a'nd the 
children, and had on different occa- 
sions attended conventions on educa- 
tional matters, and was at present the 
western representative of the lady 
teachers of the Dominion. Another 
question was the moral character of 
the candidate, and during the last sL* 
months in the city where she was 
born and educated she had been con- 
demned without a trial. Her ills- 
charge brought to her the proudest 
half hour in her life, and she consid- 
ered that she was only fulfilling her 
duties when she received it. She was 
proud to be able lo speak to the audi- 
ence, which consisted of many mothers, 
but had thought that an opportunity 
would be given her to address the 
Women's Council, but here again she 
wa:4 condemned unheard, and that 
body bad nominated as a candidate 
one of the four who hail been instru- 
mental in discharging her. 

In reciting the events during the 
time since the examination of 1904, 
.Miss Cameron referred to the fart that 
the principal of the -North Ward 
school had not been put on the rack, 
even when ruling was said to have 
been done in the books from that 
school, w hich gave the impression i ha t 
if she had sat quiet and said nothing 
there would have been nothing said 
about the matter. She did not think 
It was a small thing In say that J'.l 
pupils had been accused of dishonesty, 
and it was not a small thing to con- 
demn them unheard. Miss Cameron] 
referred to the case of ,1. P. MeLeod. 
In this rase Mr. Mel. end taught a 
Latin class in the Victoria High school 
and when he protested against the 
marking of the honks he was told that 
the department did nol make mistakes. 



He was put orf with excuses until he 
demanded to be shown the papers, 
and then was Informed that the papers 
had been burned. He lost his certill- 

L 'siie also referred to the cases of 
Neil Heath and J. N. Muir, the former 
of whom had taken his life and the 
latter had lost his certificate. Miss 
Cameron wondered if those who hud 
traduced her had ever considered what 
there was In it for her to light. There 
was nothing to gain and everything to 
lose. She considered that, if she had 
not taken the course she had, there 
would be L'll pupils hi the city that 
she would be ashamed to luck in the 
face. It had been said that she had 
caused ;i commission which will cost 
the government about $7, (Hid. She did 
not uslc for the commission. It was 
the trustees. Al! she had asked for 
was to have the pupils heard in th?ir 
own defence, and she thought that 
was a Just request anil one that any 
person had a right to ask. Miss Cam- 
eron stated that she had appealed to 
the educational department and also 
to the school trustees for redress in 
regard to the books, but did not obtain 
it. She had only asked for one thing 
from the trustees, and that was that 
the children should hi; given the op- 
portunity of doing the work over 
again. There was a motion made by 
Trustee Mowat to the effect that the 
request should lie acceded to and also 
I that they should examine the books, 
and it was on the minutes of the 
! board. They examined the books, but 
did not give them an opportunity to 
do their work over again. Mr. Hug- 
gett had seen the pupils and told them 
j that he believed them. Tills was, 
however, before he saw the books. 
Mrs. Jenkins also called at the school 
j on one occasion and spoke to the 
pupils after she had been to the de- 
partment. Mis. Jenkins had told her 
, that the lines were very straight, and 
said in conversing witii the children 
that she believed them. Miss Cam- 
eron did not know what had Influenced 
.Mis. Jenkins lo change her opinion of 
the books, ns she had already seen | 
t hem. 

Miss Cameron referred to the fact 
that al last her request was being 
granted anil Commissioner Lampman 
was now examining the children. 
(Applause). She considered that the 
expense could not be put to her, 'as It 
could have all been saved > by the 
trustees "testing the children. ' It ap- 
peared to her that they were afraid 
that the pupils would prove them- 
selves Innocent. She thought that she 
should have been given a chance to 
defend herself before she was dis- 
missed. 

I nsubordination 

Miss Cameron suited that the Colo- 
nist had said that she was discharged 
for Insubordination, but it was nut so. 
She was dismissed for not giving up 
something she did not have. During 
her career she had never, with the 
exception of two cases, known of any 
teacher being discharged with thirty 
days' notice. The first was for Im- 
morality and the second was for In- 
competency. She considered that she 
could not be accused of either of these

She was not in favor of exacting a 
fee in tlie High School. She made 
this statement because she had been 
told that sin- had better not mention 
il, as it might cause the loss of a I 
number of votes. 

W. McKay's Address 

William MeKaj thought that he 
could not say much, as .Miss Cameron 
had dealt so fully with tin' questions. 
When the question came up in dis- 
cussion, he' had boon told that Miss 
Cameron always wanted to run tlie 
whole show end the same thing was 
being said uboul her candidature for 
school trustee. He considered that. It 
was not Miss Cameron, hut it was if 



the trustees were right in dismissing 
her. lie had also taken legal advice 
on the quest Ion and learned that the 
trustees had no legal right to the alll- 
davlts. lie considered that they had 
either dismissed Miss Cameron for not 
giving something she did not have, or 
that Miss Cameron was untruthful and 
had 'said the affidavits were not in her 
possession when they were If elect- 
ed us a school trustee and a case of 
this description came before him, he 
would take the children's word before 
any expert evidence. He wished to 
know why the school trustees had not 
discussed the question. He was op- 
posed to the school board on account 
of the reason given for Miss Cam- 
eron's dismissal. He had been told 
by a person who was asking the suff- 
rages of the electors that he would 
not place Miss Cameron in a school 
again if there were no other teacher 
in the city. 

H. Siddall came from a sick bod to 
say one or two tilings on tlie question. 
He hod been told that they had no 
business to make a personal matter 
of tile question. He did not see how 
they could consider it In any other 
way when they were selecting their 
trustees. He had always found Miss 
Cameron to be one of the best teach- 
ers in the city. What he wished to 
say was that it was said at the com- 
mission that It a child was put in a 
corner he would lie, He thought that 
it was not so, and anyone who said 
that had no right to sit on the board. 
He considered it was tin offence against 
those who cornered them rather than 
against those who were cornered. 

In answer to a question from the 
audience, Miss Cameron stated that 
she was not running as a candidate on 
the qualification of a neighbor's dog, 
but was qualified as a taxpayer 011 real 
estitte. 

With a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man tlie meeting adjourned. 



The following letter has been re- 
ceived by the deputy minister of agri- 
culture and is published for general 
information: 

The season is' now at hand when 
the creameries must lay in a stock of 
ice for use next summer. - 

The reports of C. B. Morlureus, F. 
A. Knowlton and other members of 
the dairy commissioner's staff show 
that many creameries have in tlie past 
been out of Ice before the season Is 
finished. No creamery has a right to 
solicit the support of milk producers 
unless they are prepared to take 
proper care of the butter by keeping 
It at ti sufficiently low temperature to 
prevent undue deterioration in quality. 
Tlie age of butter is to be calculated 
more by the temperature at which it 
is kept than by the number of days 
that may have elapsed since it was 
made. Creamerymen must get rid of 
the idea that no harm results from a 
high temperature, say 60 degrees, 
when the butter Is held for only a. few 
days. If the butter was consumed In 
that time- it would not be so import- 
ant, but it is weeks after the butter 
is shipped before the bulk of it 
reaches the consumer, and it cannot 
be exposed to a high temperature one 
hour, to say nothing of days, without 
shortening its life, or, In other words, 
the period during which it will be in 
Its best condition. 

When the writer was in England 
last summer he was continually re- 
minded that one of the weakest points 
of Canadian butter is that it does not 
keep well. Too high a temperature 
at the creamery is one of the principal 
reasons for this very serious defect. 
Hulter, unlike cheese, is at its best 
when newly made. Any further fer- 
mentation tends towards rancidity, 
staleness or other objectionable flavors. 
Fermentation is checked by reducing 
the temperature. The temperature in 
every creamery cold storage should be 
kept below 4(1 degrees — the lower the 
better — and the patrons have a right 
I to know if this matter is. being at- 
! tended to. Our records show that 
j very few of the creamery cold storages 
are kept below 40 degrees. 

Creamery owners are sometimes sat- 
' isfied with results if the buyer of tlie 
j butter finds no fault with the temper- 
ature at which it has been kept, but 
j they forget that it Is not the business! 
of the buyer to point out these things, 
i It Is his business to purchase the but- 
| ter and to sell it again at a profit. 
When he has done that he has no 
j further Interest in the matter. It is 
: not so with the creamery owner or the 
patrons, whose real interest in the 
butter does not cease until it Is finally 
! consumed, because the condition of the 
i butter at that time will determine 
.whether the demand will be increased 
or not; and demand for any article 
[ on account of its superior quality is a 
most important factor in determining 
the price that will be paid for it. 

These words tire written with the 
object of inducing creamery owners 
to make sure of having an ample 'Sup- 
ply of Ice for till purposes during the 
season of l'JOO.

I he notion of the government had any- 
thing to do with the extension of lum- 
bering. Their legislation hud tended to 
kill ilif industry and would have dune 
ho it' the orhrin.nl provisions of the meas- 
ure had not been modified. He failed to 
see that increased taxation was a help 
to any industry. 

Turning to the question of the waste 
of timber through forest fires, last year 
.there much have been at least $4,000,000 
.worth of timber lost in this way. yet the 
government had taken no steps to pre- 
serve perhaps the grentost industry in 
tlio province. 

Mining prosperity was the theme of 
the, speaker's next paragraph and he re- 
peated that this was in spite of and not 
in consequence of government action. 
He still objected to the mineral tax and 
said that on low grade ores the tax was 
equal to .1 to I'll per cent., whilst on high 
grade ores it was less than ."i per cent. 
[Why had the government not modified 
the tax'.' The Premier claimed that it 
was because of lack of advice but the 
.province had an expensive milling de- 
partment; it had an assessment act coin- 
mission. Why diil they do nothing? 
The tariff commission might have con- 
sidered il but they did not. The railway 
policy enunciated by the Premier was 
disappoiutillg. The last clause in the 
address was vague and shadowy. Did it 
mean that the time had, or hail not come 
to discontinue the aid to railway con- 
struction? The Premier did not say that 
jio more land <>r subsidies would be giv- 
en loti'itl rni'wiiys. ' Whiil did it mean? 

Mr. Brown then mentioned the fact of 
S73.050 having been paid in 1004 for 
licences on coal and oil" lands in South- 
east Kootenay. This money is locked 
up: the courts have refnsed relief, and 
the development of the lands -was hold 
up. It was up to the government to in- 
troduce legislation to remedy this state 
of. affairs. 

To attract settlers was one of the first 
duties of any government. Our land 
agents were not in a position to give 
even the most elementary information 
about lands and this should be remedied. 
V/. T. Shatford (Similkamean) 

.Air. VV. T. Shatford excused himself 
for intervening in the debate on the 
ground thai his particular district — the 
Similkiiuieen — was specially referred lo 
in the address. He wished to express his 
approval of the suggestion of tin' mem- 
ber for Chilliwack that the government 
should do away with the Thursday to 
M< nid ay adjournment. 

The subject matter of [he address 
was i hen brought under review. The op- 
position were unreasonable.

Mr. Cameron supported the speakers 
who had condemned the Schools act; all 
that had been urged against it was trite. 
The new troublesome, and expensive sys- 
tem of collection should be abolished. 
The present machinery, especially in 
country districts, was cumbersome, 
Teachers' salaries were loo low. 

The tax on commercial travelers then 
came in for hearty condemnation. Tim 
speaker was salistied that ii restricted 
trade. It bad not materially increased 
the revenue, but had given the province 
a black eye. The federal government, 
although asked, had refused to inter- 
vene. 

Keferring lo the Songhcos Reserve, 
.Mr. Cameron claimed that the federal 
government hud suggested its repeal. 

lie approved of Ihe proposal to amend 
the Municipal Clauses act as he was con- 
vinced that on this subject consolidation 
was the best policy. He wished, how- 
ever, to register a complaint about the 
scant courtesy extended to the commit- 
tee who labored so hard to carry out 
their instructions last year only to see 
their measure fall in the "slaughter of 
the innocents." Ho believed that an im- 
portant factor in the prosperity of the 
province was the cessation of disturbing 
legislation. As to Ihe surplus if it 
really existed, he was quite content that 
it should be a small one. 

The Attorney- General 
Hon. C. II. Wilson wished to say 
a few words about the Kaicn Island 
agreement. The leader of the opposi- 
tion had challenged hini to defend the 
action of the government. Looking al 

lit from the standpoint of the vendor he 
claimed that the sale was in strict ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the I, and 

j act. It was not a bonus 'lo a railway 

| as alleged. As to the making of the 
contract with Mr. Bodwell, his residence 
in the province made il more easy for 
the courts to control him and maintain 

| the public interest. Mr. Wilson then 
read the several clauses of the agree- 
ment, and pointed nut the reservation of 
one-fourth of the land and of the fore- 
shore, He claimed that no better con- 

j tract was every made or could be made. 

| If twenty years ago as good a linr- 

| gain had been made with the Canadian 
Pacific railway the province would to- 
day own one-fmirth of the city of Van- 
couver, Then, continued Mr, Wilson. 
I here was the valuable condition that 
substantial work would be commenced 
at the terminus before the flOth of June 

next. 

He repudiated with indignation the 
suggestion of Mr. Maednuald that there 
was any crookedness or favoritism in the 
making of such a bargain. He feared 
he had fallen from his high estate as a 
fair man to the level < > r Ihe member for 
Delta. ire illustrated the scriptural 
maxim "Evil coinmunicnitons corrupt 
good manners." 

Hon. Mr. Wilson referred to the great 
success of the exhibition of Canadian 
fruit in London. He had seen that ex- 
hibit and there was no doubt it bad done 
its work ami ii only remained to en- 
lighten the people of England us to the 
extent to which such fruit could be 
produced. The ignorance of England 
about Canada in general and British 
Columbia in particular was simply ap- 
palling; Mr. Turner's, oiijep was doing 
much to remedy -Ids state of things. 

With reference to the act to amend 
the Municipal Clauses act it would be 
referred to a special committee and 
! would not be made a controversial or 
, party matter li would he mainly a con- 
solidation of existing statutes. lie rc- 
tpudialed the correctness of the predic- 
tion of the member for Chilliwack as to 
the resuli of .-my appeal to the constitu- 
encies, especially if bye-elections were 
any criterion. The late Conservative 
government in England had lust every 
bye-election — this provincial government 
had won every bye-election. 

Mr. James Murphy, of Cariboo, coin- 
plimented the Premier on bis frank 
I avowal with respect to railw ay matters.

The New Grand 
Trunk Terminus 




History of Negotiations Which 
Led Up to Getting, Land 
From Province. 

Kalen Island a Splendid Site 
for the Purpose— Work 
of Surveyors. 



When Ihe new transcontinental rail- 
way bill was first introduced in the 
house of commons during the session 
of 1903 there was considerable specu- 
lation in the province ns to where the 
outlet or a terminus on the Pacific 
coast would be located. All the points 
that had been spoken of years ago 
when the British-PiiciHc railway was 
projected were again put forward, 
Port Simpson, being the best known 
and also named in the original charter 
for this road was of course, seized upon 
ns being the only possible location for 
a terminus, of a line having northern 
British Columbia for its territory such 
as the Grand Trunk Pacific. The ad- 
vantages of numerous other points such 
us Nasoga gulf, Oiinniughnni Passage, 
Port Irving, and Kitiuiar were closely 
examined into and discussed as prob- 
able sites. Numerous parties al this 
time were formed to explore several lo- 
cations menl ionetl. 

Among those who went north was 
James Anderson, previously connected 
with the Victoria Terminal iv; Sidney 
railway, who had formed a syndicate 
to usquirc lands at or near the probable 
terminus of the new line. After a care- 
ful examination of all the sins he se- 
lected Lima Harbor on Kni-En Island 
as affording the hesl and safest harbor 
with ample ground adjacent for ter- 
minal facilities and a townsite. After 
cruising and looking over the location he 
decided to make a preliminary survey 
earlj in 1004. On the completion of ih> 
survey he discovered that the proposed 
site was held by the provincial govern- 
ment as a reserve, and could only oe 
dealt w ith under the clause of the Land 
Act providing I'm- the granting of hinds 
I'm- the purpose of public advantages. 
This necessitated the (iriind Trunk Pa- 
cific railway Co., dealing directly with 
the govi rnnicnt. In order to fnciliate 
nrrnugetnent.s, E. V. Hod well, then act- 
ing as counsel for ihe CI. T. I'. rail- 
way company was authorized by Mr. 
Mays to deal with the local goveru- 
llli nl and the original order 
drafted in his name and accepted by 
Mr. Hays on behalf of the railway com- 
pany. Thereupon the steamer fern 
was purchased by Mr. Anderson for 
the purpose of facilitating the comple- 
tion of ihe surveys, which work was 
accomplished in the fall of IfKM and 
completed during the early pari of last 
year. 

"The harbor at Kai-Kn Island was 
personally examined ami endorsed by 
Mr. Hays and Mr. Morse, the presi- 
dent ami vice-president of the railway, 
accompanied by .Mr. Huron, the com- 
pany's harbor engineer." said .lames 
Anderson last night.

Trustee Mowat— Destroyed llieni, 
That's what would have boon done Ions 
uzo, 

Mr. Chapman— Mr. McKay stated 
that one of the trustees stated the pu- 
pils of Smith Park school were liars 
and cheats. 

Mr. Mowat said if any man bad made 
such a statement be would be mint to 
sit at the board. No human being 
would make him believe all the children 
were honest, or that all were dishonest, 
taking into consideration the frailty of 
human nature. He did not believe any 
of his colleagues made such a stittc- 
mcnt. 

Trustee Lewis Speaks 

Mr. E. A. Lewis, another of the' four 
retiring trustees, told of his work, and 
advocated increasing the lunch hour of 
pupils an additional half hour, of home- 
work being only given to those in senior 
grades, and of the commercial course at 
the High school being open to entrance 
pupils tho first year. He was in favor 
of new schools being secured, and would 
support a by-law for a new school for 
Victoria A Vest and one to relieve con- 
gestion. It was not good business 1" 
koop patching tho old schools. Ho was 
in favor of efficiency and considered tho 
personnel of the stuff as good as could 
be procured for the money. Ho whs 
loyal to Ills colleagues and although ill 
during the unfortunate controversy 
which had arisen ho thought his col- 
leagues hud done all possible for the 
best, interests of the' city, and be sup- 
ported them. 

A. I!. .McNeill, had no parly or per- 
sonal ends to serve. He told of bis 
school record, and advocated now schools 
tho Central school being overcrowded 
nud Victoria West school unlit for use. 
Some smaller schdbls should bo closed 
ami two large schools built. He would 
support a by-law for this purpose. Ho 
spoke of tho appointment of teachers 
and recommended duo care to their 
qualifications. He would favor local ap- 
plicants. He was opposed to tho pre- 
sent system of teaching drawing, for 
he did not consider it wise to tempt, the 
children to cheat. With the hook be- 
fore them Which they would receive 

mnrks for there was temptation or n 
tendency to cheat in making the work 
as near perfect as possible. He Would 
do away with these books in examina-, 
lions and have the work for examina- 
tion done only in tho school. 

Miss Cameron disclaimed any part in 
calling the meting. She quoted from 
Itudynrd Kipling to show that, only wo- 
men understood children properly. She 
also pointed out thai there was more 
scope for moral responsibility in ap- 
pointing school trustees that in ap- 
pointing mayor and aldermen. It had 
been stated no decent man would want 
to come before the electors as a can- 
didate for trustee. Soon no decent man 
or woman would want to touch in the 
schools of Victoria. There was dan- 
ger In having the schools run, us they 
are, ns a political machine by olio man. 
She' was not. socking popularity or re- 
venge in becoming a candidate, but had 
a fixed determination lo do what was 
right, and did not ask any vote out of 
sympathy or friendship, or because she 
belonged to any church) organization or 
society. She had given a quarter of 
a century to educational work, and now 
stood ns one knowing for the first 1 1 mo 
she had been discharged for insubordin- 
ation. 'She was still n director of the 
Dominion Educational Hoard, the only 
woman in Canada holding that proud 
position. She was not (boastful or vain- 
glorious, but proud of tho honor. 
The Present Controversy 
The present eontrovory, she said, was 
n matter which was being closely 
watched throughout the Dominion of 
Canada. She discussed the commission 



now in session and went at length into 
tho questions relating to its scope and 
to her dismissal by the trustees. She 
had passed the ago when Osier would 
chloroform, she said, and hud not until 
six months ago been accused Of per- 
jury, bigamy, heresy Or arson. She was 
an ordinary law-abiding citizen, but now 
no calumny was too bad to be burled 
against her, and she oft wondered, when 
she retired at night if she was not a 
deep-dyed villain nnd didn't know it. 

After tolling of her interviews with 
school trustees in the mutter of the 
ruling, -Miss Cameron went on to say 
the affidavits taken by her were not 
school property and the trustees had no 
right to them. Thoy lind been placed 
in the hands of the notary who took 
them and had been tendered as evi- 
dence to the commission. She had 
learned tonight: for the first time that 
the trustees wished to destroy the affi- 
davits. This was tishy. She would 
make a guess — it was only a guess, she 
said— that the department of Educa- 
tion had suggested it would he a good 
thing to got that damaging evidence out 
of Miss Cameron's hands. Mr. Rob- 
inson was uncomfortable and didn't 
want to have that evidence available 
when the house was sitting. She read 
from the circular stating no pupil bad 
been debarred from entrance to the 
High school because of the marks not 
being awarded for drawing and stated 
that two pupils had been .so debarred, 
Ida McXiven and Sidney L. Wilson, one 
needing (it) and the other 70 marks. 

-Mrs, SpolTord of the Local Council of 
Women asked Miss Cameron if she had 
approached the Local Council of Wo- 
men when seeking justice. 

Miss Cameron replied she had never- 
asked the Local Council of "Women to 
be heard, although a member, Mrs. Jen- 
kins is also a member. What she coin- 
plained of ns an injustice-, WftS that the 
Local Council of Women had upheld 
Mrs. Jenkins who was one of those who 
had dismissed one of the Local Coun- 
cil of Women' unheard. 

The meeting then adjourned at 11:13

It la expected that four of the 
schooners of the sealing lleet will set 
sail from the Inner harbor tomorrow 
morning on a senling cruise extending 
over about nine months. The schoon- 
ers Diana, Carlotta G. Cox, Casco and 
Citv of San Diego have shipped their 
crews, each taking a full complement 
of white hunters, and the stores and 
outfits for a long cruise have been 
put on board the vessels.

and Toklo to the sealing grounds In 
the Sea of Japan and the Okotsk Sea. ! 
The ilrst of the schooners carrying 
Indian crews to get away will prob- I 
ably be the Umbrina, now about ready I 
to sail, and the Eva Marie, in which 
Captain Searle, who recently went to 
the west coast to ship Indian hunters, 
will replace her owner, Capt. Jucob- j 
sen, this cruise, to allow the owner 
to build another sealing vessel, plans 
for which are being drawn.
